A SYNOPSIS. OF A LEOTURE: DELIVERED BY.\ELDER: BRABY, ar 
sRCULAR DEBATING OLUB, WATERLOO STATION, LONDON... 
SHORT time ago, Elder Braby, of the ‘London Conference, delivered a 
lecture, by request, on the Restoration of the Gospel, at ‘the Abe ve 
address, to about seventy persons, mary of them being members of the Se- 
lar Society. Notwithstanding the fact that due notice had been given, and 
also many invitations to the professed: Outistiab element to attend and take 
part in the discussion against the doctrines of Mormonism, only one, a 
Mr. Walter Scott, who has recently been — to e as a n 
in Ipswich, was present to oppose. 

Elder Braby said: The subject I am in your 
notice this evening is one of momentous ‘importance, aud concerns: not only 
those who are here present, but all people on this earth. In dealing with the 
subject of the Restoration of the Gospel;'it is first necessary that I should 

show that the apostasy in past ages did take place, or, in other words, that 
after the death of the Apostles the Gospel was withdrawn from the earth. 
In 2 Tim. iv, 3, 4, it is prophecied: For the time will-come when they will 
not endure sound: doctrine; but after their own lusts shall they heap to them- 
selves teachers, having itching ears; and they shall turn away their ears, from 
the truth, and shall be turned unto fables.“ The Apostles, were mon of God, 
wrote aud spoke as they were moved upon | by: the, Holy: Gbost, aud it 
was under the influence of that Spirit that the above was written. Low 
refer you to Acts xx, 29, 30: 30: For I know this; that after my departure shall 
grievous wolves enter in aniong you, not sparing the:fluck. Also af yous 
selves men arise speaking away disciples after 
them.“ 114 bits igtew jo od 10001. bike 81100 low: 
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Now I am not here to pull any man’s religion to pieces, nor to force Mor- 
monism” upon any one, but to place before you such evidence as is con- 
tained within the lids of this book (the Bible), and then to seriously ask you 
if the teachings of Christ and His Apostles are being taught to-day in the 
Christian churches, If they are, in which church of the 600 professing to teach 
the Gospel of Christ! In Eph. iv, 11, 12, 13, we read as follows:“ And he 
gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; for the perfecting of the saints, fur the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ: till ‘we all come in the unity 

‘of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God; unto a perfect man, 

unto the measure of the stature of the fullness of Chiat: that we henceforth 

be no more children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with every wes of 
doctrine.” | 

By reading the above verses, we oi the pa pattern of the organiza- 

. tion of Christ's Church here upon the earth, and also the reason as to its 

being so organized. These men were ee to the Priesthood by the lay- 

ing on of hands, and had the Holy Ghost conferred upon them; and it was 

by the power of their office and calling that they went forth to declare the 

doctrines as commanded by our Savior. The Apostles in those days were 

very jealous as to their right to teach, and warned the Saints against accept- 
ing any doctrine taught, other than that which they had taught them. In 

Gal. i, 8, we read: “ But though we, or an angel from heaven, preach any 

other gospel unto you than that which we have preached unto you, let him 

be accursed.” 
Haring read from the abe the order of the organization, it now 
becomes our duty to find out what was the Gospel taught by the Apostles. 

referring to Mark xvi, 15-18, we read as follows: “And he (Christ) said 
unto them, Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature. 

He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that believeth not 
„hall be damned. And these signs shall follow them that. believe; In my 
mame shall they cast out devils; they shall speak with new tongues; they 

shall take up serpents; and if they drink any deadly thing, it. shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover.” The bap- 
. tisnt here made mention of was not for infants, but for those who had com- 
mitted sin, and they were called upon to repent of that sin, and be baptized 
for the remissiun of the same, for baptism is for the remission of sins; 
-@id unless this ordinance is complied with, neither man nor woman 
can enter the kingdom of God, for these are the words of the Savior. 
But in the churches of the present. day we do not find baptism taught as 

essential to salvation. In some it is sprinkling of infants; in others it is 
baptism only as an initiation to constitute membership. Others will also say 
to an anxious inquirer: “ Well, if you desire baptism: at our hands, we-will 
dbeptirs vou; but you need not be baptized unless you like, for it is not really 

~ pecessary; only believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and you shall be saved. 
Christ haw atoned for sin. All you have to do is to believe; all that is neces- 
gary to secure to you a salvation: Christ has done; believe in the finished 
* work of Christ.“ But is this the teaching of the Bible! No! emphatically 
_no! Christ said, Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he can- 
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not enter into the kingdom of God” Baptism, ‘according to the words of 
our Savior, i is essential not only as an act of ee pe but also necessary if 
we expect to receive a remission ‘of our sing, The Christian world teaches 
that Christ atoned for our.sins; but the sin which He did atone for was that 
for which the wages was death. For if Christ | had not died, man would not 
have risen. He was the first fruits of them that slept. “As in Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive.” Yes, believer and unbeliever, 
all will stand before the judgment seat of Christ, to be held account- 
able for the deeds done in the body. Jesus did not die for the sins you and 
I commit to-day—every man is responsible for his own individual trans- 
gression—but He died for original sin, or, in other words, the sin of Adam. 
Of that sin we are exonerated by the death of Christ, and if we desire to have 
our ains forgiven, Hé has left it on record in what way this can be done. 
The passage referred to (Mark xvi) explains that baptism is necessary; but 
by referring to Acts ii; 37.39, we read as follows: Now when they heard 
this, they were pricked in their heart, and said unto Peter and to the rest of 
the apostles, Men and brethren, what shall we do? Then Peter said unto 
them, Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye sball receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For the promise is unto you, and to your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God shall call.“ By reading these passages 
we cannot find the doctrine of baptism, as taught by the Christian 
churches ‘to-day, substantiated. Baptism is for the remission of sina, 
and no man or woman can obtain a forgiveness of the same only by that 
means. Baptism must be by immersion. Christ went down into the water, 
and came straightway up out of the water. John also was baptizing at 
Anon, because there was much water there.
